With little debate, it voted 65 to 14 I 


for higher inheritance taxes proposed | 
by Senator La Follcttc, Republican, 
Wisconsin, and adopted 40 to 37 an 
amendment by Senator Borah, He- 
publican, Idaho, repealing consolidat- 
ed returns provisions in the existing 
law whereby corporations are pcr- 
mitcd to make single returns for 
themselves and affiliates. 


It rejected by 39 to IB another Bo- 


rah proposal to have holding corpora- 
tions deduct from gross income divi- 
dends on stock received from other 
coropi-alions. 


The senate approved another sched- 


ule by LaFollcte raising taxes on gifts 
lo a point where they would be thrcc- 
niiarterK of the estate lax rates. 
The 


latter levies are payable on transfers 
of estates after death. Gift taxes are 
applicable to transfers of property be. 
fore death. 


Borah, in urging adoption of his 


amendment to deny corporations the 
right to make consolidated returns, 
said such institutions were escaping 
millions of dollars in taxes. 


Chairman Harrison of the Finance 


Committee argued for the committee 
proposal to raise the existing pen- 
ally tax for making consolidated re- 
turns from one to two per cent.
